In order to ingure the safety of the boys 
and to keep them from mischief, she took 
them to the plantation of her brother, VVill- 
iam Vining, at Henrico, Ark., and left them 
there.

NEW LONDON, June 26.—Harvard 
won the four-oared race from Yale 
over the two-mile course this after- 
noon, by three lengths. Time (unof- 
ficial), Harvard 11:17, Yale 11:33. 


Yale had the west course and Harvard 
the east. 

The start was made at 2:44 4-5. 

Harvard took the lead immediately by 
half a length, rowing a swift stroke and 
splashing considerably: at first. Yale was 
also rowing speedily, probably 36. 

’ Half way to the half-mile flag Harvard 
had increased her lead until it became a 
length, Both crews were rowing collect- 
ively, although Yale splashed on recovery. 

At the half-mile flag Harvard led the

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A YEAR OF WOE 
IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


The first year of the new century, 190T, 
came filled with sorrow for England. The 
first bulletin announcing the iliness of 
Queen Victoria was posted Jan. 18, but 
little attention wes given it by the ‘publiie, 
who regarded it as a slight indisposition. 
Four days later her death was announced, 
and two days after that the deputy garters 
announced the .accessign of King Edward. 

Preparations for the most imposing fu- 
neral in the world’s bistory began, and were 
carried out, before representative eyes of 
nearly all civilized nations. The majestic 
removal of the remains surrounded by war- 
ships across the Solent ‘with  tlrindering 
guns; the funeral at Osborne and the inier- 
ment at Frogmore exemplified the empire’s 
grief. 

After the reading of the accession procia- 
mation at the Mansion House, Jan. 24, the 
Lord Mayor of London called for cheers for 
the new King. 

King Edward's Parliament was opened 
Feb. 14, when the King and Queen pro- 
ceeded to the House of Lords. Later in 
the month the King visited the Enrpress 
Lrederick of Germany, who was enduring 
her last illness. 

His royal sister died the following August. 

In the same year with the Queen of 
England, ex-President Benjamin Harrison 
died, Mrs. Kruger passed away, and Presi- 
ment McKiniey was assassinated; King 
Milan, Prince Hobenlobe, Prince Henry of 
Orleans, the Grand Duke of Saxe-Weimar, 
and Lord Wantage breathed their last. 

And now the King is stricken on the eve 
of the greatest event of his life. 
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perityphilitis which has stricken the King 
were unknown. It might be poisonous se- 
cretions, which the cecum could not 
squeeze out of itself, owlug to a sluggisn- 
ness, or to the irritation of some foreign 
substance.

The brokers find the best time to con- 
sult Mr. Sage is between lI and 12 o'clock 
in the forenoon.

The company long ago 
discovered that even the richest men cati- 
not well resist the temptation of getting 
something for nothing. It ls a good thing 
for a company like the Western Union to 
have its directors meet together as often 
as possible. so it hit upon the plan of giv- 
ing them their lunch for nothing, on the 
theory that the company would receive che 
benefit of the frequent meeting together 
of its directors and officers.

SALOON MEN FORMED A TRUST 


Double the Rate on Amber for Those 
Who “Chase the 
Duck.’’ 


A war on the “growler’’ has been begun 
in Belleville. The saloon keepers have 
agreed among themselves that the growler 
must go and have undertaken to drive it 
out of business. 

They say that unless they drive it out, 
it will drive them out 

So they have formed a trust and raised 
the price, the natural thing for'a trust to 
do. Hereafter beer may be obtained in a 
bucket, but it will cost as much as when 
bought in a glass. 

A quart bucket of beer will cost ten cents. 
iJp to this time it has been sold at five 
cents. Twe schodhers will more than fill 
a quart bucket and schooners cost only a 
nickel apiece. So the beer bucket is likely 
to go out of fashion in Belleville. 

The beer-bucket trust calls itself the Re- 
tail Liquor Dealers’ Association of Belle- 
ville. It has been crganized some time. 
but not until now felt that it was enough 


of an octopus to grapple with the growler 
question. 

The association held a meeting Wednes- 
day afternoon and talked over the bucxet 
question. It was agreed that. there was no 
money in the business so long as the coarse 
fashion of drinking beer out of a bucket 
was permitted to prevail, and it was unani- 
mously decided that the price of a quart 
bucket should be raised to 10 cents. 

The “camners” are stirred up over the 
move. Some of the more radical ones 
are favoring the signing of the pledge as 
an act of reprisal, but there are reasons 
why this wild threat will not be carried 
out. 

To test the strength of the trust, several 
experiment stations were established 
Wednesday night, from which expeditions 
were sent out for 5-cent growlers. Some 
of the saloonkeepers stuck to the agree- 
ment and refused to sell a nickel’s worth, 
but others weakened and filled the buckets 
for a nickel, being fearful, apparently, that 
they would lost their regular patronage and 
that the trust would then go to pieces. 

A committee of the saloon keepers called 
on the brewers Wednesday and tried to have 
the price of beer reduced. The war tax has 
been taken off the beverage-and the sa- 
loon keepers think they should reap the 
advantage. 

The announcement of the embargo on the 
nickei can was made Wednesday after- 
noon. Thursday morning there was another 
development. The Knights of the Roval 
Arch, a rival organization of saloon keep- 
ers, announced officlaily over tne signature 
an.i Martin Hertz- 
ler, recorder, that the members of the asso- 
clation would not raise the price and would 
not attempt ‘‘to rob the honegt, hard-work.

Decision of Supreme Court Declaring 
Many Invalid May Make Extra Leg- 
islative Session Necessary. 


COLUMBUS, O., June 26.—An extra ses- 
sion of the Ohio Legislature now seems 
certain. The supreme court, during the 
present week has held a number of im- 


portant laws to be invalid. 

Decisioris handed down today held the 
Cleveland city government to be unconsti- 
tutional and also a special law enacted for 
the city of Toledo taking the control of the 
police out of Mayor Jones’ hands. 

The court in the Trauger case directs Gov.

Archer of the Senate 
was supposed to succeed the lieutenant- 
governor. The contention of Trauger that 
there is a vacancy in the office is sustained, 

The court also sustained the validity of 
the Royer act which limits the juriadiction 
of the supreme court to a certain Cciass of 
cases and takes away 95 per cent of its 
jurisdiction in appeal cases. 

It is the opinion of state officials that an 
extra session of the legislature will have 
to be called to straighten out these mat-

A covrier 
escaped with a omen to Major Benham 
who was in command at Fort Ellis, nd 
the letter gave the news ef Custer’s fate 
o the nearest telegraph office. 
It has never been published, because, 
~ ateged at the time it was written, 
was accused of deserting Custer in 
Ly our of need. The sto that Gibbun 
ves is probably inspired Reno, but 
he interior evidence of the letter throws 
a hitherto unpublished light on the event. 


Text of 


the Letter. 
The message is legible and is as follows: 
“Camp on Little Big Horn, June 28, 1876. 


“Dear Major: We will start down the 
river today for the steamboat with the 
wounded of Custer’s command, and from 
the mouth of this stream move down to 
the mouth of the Big Horn. 

“General Custer’s command met with 
terrible disaster here on the 25th. Custer 
with five companies, were, so far as we 
can ascertain, com letely ‘annihilated, no 
living man of them having yet been found, 
and probab! none of them escaped except 
two of our Crow scouts who were lent Cus- 
ter by me and brought us the first news. 

Mitch Bowyer was killed, and the bodies 
of Gen. Custer, Colonel C. (his brother) 
and another brother (citizen), oe 
Keogh and Yates and Lieutenant Cook 
Adjutant Calhoun, Porter, : Riley, Sturgis 
son of the general), Crittenden (Second 
antry, son of the General), Hodgson, 
McIntosh, Harrington, Acting Assistant 
Surgeons DeWolf and Lord have all been 
identified positively, except Lord, Porter 
and Sturgis. 

“On the 23th we made a long march till 
dark, came in sight of some few scattered 
Indians, and the next day (yesterday) 
reached Colonel Reno’s command, forti- 
fied-on a hill. They were in a desperate 
strait until 6 o’clock the night before (26th), 
with very little water and wounded men, 
and the Indians decamped in very great 
haste at our approach, leaving an immense 
ae enna of plunder behind, which we shall 

estroy today.

The sensitive spirit of the girl was broken. 
She left the house and boveght carbolic acid. 
At the corner of Jefferson and Gravios 
avenues she swallowed the liquor, and fell 
to the sidewalk. 

A dozen persons witnessed the act. An 
ambulance was called, and the unconscious 
girl was hurried to the City Hospital. Phy- 
scans syphoned her stomach, and succeeded 
in counteracting the influence of the drug. 

Thursday Miss Doettling was able to talk, 
Her story is that of a domestic disagree- 
ment. 

“T have attended two business colleges,”

I can’t see why there should be. It seems

Now I am going to tell vou about the 
largest sized shoe worn by a woman in 
St. Louls. Take a good breath first. Now 
hold that breath.

Her shoes are made to 
order for her. Here’s qa secret. She is not 
American-born, but I can neither tell 
you her nationality nor her name.

MAY NOT BE RETROACTIVE 


FUGITIVE WILL FIGHT FOR 
RIGHT OF ASYLUM. 


Friends in Mexico and Friends in St. 
Louis May Make It Difficult for 
Police to Get Kratz if They 
Undertake to Do So. 


The announcement that bribery had 
been added to the offenses covered by the 
extradition treaty between Megico and the 
United States reached St. Louis Wednesday 
night, and was the subject of much com- 
ment at the Four Courts, in view of the 
effect it may have in the case of Churles 
Kratz, the fugitive former councilman, 
who has.until now found a safe haven in 
that republic. 

The important question about the treaty, 
whether it is retroactive, is rot stated, but 
officials are inclined to think that it 1s. 
The Mexi-an government was at first not fa- 
vorably disposed to the retroactive features, 
but it ‘s thought that this objection was 
overcome. 

Circuit Attorney Folk left Wednesday 
night for Kansas City, where he will take 
depositions in the Snyder case. Before 
leaving Mr. Folk expressed the belief that 
Kratz would be returned béfore a great 
while and be sent to trial Mr. Folk ex- 
pressed himself as satisfied that the treaty 
was retroactive. 

But with the treaty amended, there is not 
great confidence at the Four Courts that 
Kratz will be brought back without a 
struggle. Kratz is now even more strongly 
intrenched tn Mexico than he was two 
months ago, when Chief Desmond went to 
bring him back. He has plenty of money 
of his own, and there are those tn St. Louis 
who are anxious that he be not brought 
back, who will supply all the money that 
is needed if he can be kept away. Kratz 
has undoubtedly made friends in Mexico. 
Citizéns there do not consider the offense 
with which he is charged as being a hein- 
ous crime, and he will receive assistance 
there. 

While it is true that the Mevican police, 
acting in conjunction with the St. Louis 
police, have kept Kratz under surveillance, 
and are now thoroughly posted as to his 
whereabouts, it is not without the range 
of possibilities that he will lose himself in 
some other part of Mexico,-or even seek 
refuge in some other foreign country. 

Neither Chfef Kiely nor Chief Deemond 
will discuss the status of the Kratz case. 
They declare that they have nothing of- 
ficial on which to tase a statement, and 
they say that Mr. Folk has the care under 
contre] until the police here are asked 
to bring him back.

PARK ATTRACTIONS MUST BE SAVED. 


It ts gratifying to note the progress of negofiations for suf- 
ficient land around Forest Park to render it wholly unnecessary 
to encroach upon the wooded slopes of the park to obtain sites 
for the large buildings. This indicates a return to sanity among 
those who seemed to hold the view that the World's Fair com- 
pany had the right to utterly despeil and wreck Forest Park, 
regardlesp of public tntereste or rights. 

The Post-Dispatch is in hearty sympathy with all reasonable 
plans to assure a magnificent success for the World’s Fair; but 
is uncompromisingly opposed to the spoliation of Forest Park 
and the destruction of its trees and all its natural beauty. We 
do not believe it necessary or right to’ destroy the natural at- 
tractions of ths park. We believe tt would violate public right 
and would taxe away from the World’s Fair one of its greatest 
attractions. 

The people of St. Louis still have rights in the park. N¢ ordi- 
nance can confer the power of despoiling and ruining pubdiic 
property. No such purpose was contemplated in granting a por- 
tion of the park for the use of the World's Fair. 

We do not believe the citizens of St. Louis entrusted with the 
management of the park will consent to further wrecking of its 
natural beauties. But tf an attempt should be made to ruin the 
park, it will ba the duty of Mayor Wells and his associates in 
the city government to prevent it and to enforce the rights and 
protect the interests of the people. If the municipal officers 
fail of their duty, the people must take up the task. 

But the Post-Dispatch hopes for a settlement of all prob'’ems 
which will preserve that part of the park site not yet spotled 
for the benefit of the people of St. Louis. The park attractions 
must be saved.

Season with half-pound of 
celery seed, half-pound white mustard seed, 
half-pound black mustard seed, half-pound 
turmeric, one pound of grated horse rad- 
ish, one quarter-pound of allspice, three 
tablespoons of cloves, three ounces mace, 
one dozen lemons sliced very thin, half- 
pound garlic, half-pound black pepper, two 
pods of red pepper. Pound all of the spices 
and stir them into the vinegar. Cork the 
cask tight and set it in the sun: Shake 
well every few Gays or every day for 4 

week, then let it alone. When thé cucum- 
bers are ready, put them in brine for nine 
days; then soak them in clear water for 
three Gays until the salt is extracted. 
Put thém on the fire in a brass kettle and 
cove? with weak vinegar. Boll slowly ur- 
ti] they aré a pretty green color. Take 
them out, wipe dry and plunges them {nto 
the seasoned vinegar while hot. It will 
take two months before this is ready for 
use, and it is far better if kept a year.

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PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT AT THE DUAL ~ 


REGATTA BETWEEN YALE AND HARVARD 
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Struggle for Aqufatic Supremacy on the Thames Will Be Had This 
Afternoon—H. I. Drummond of St. Louis on Board His Steam 
Yacht, the White Heather, at the Finish Line. 


NEW LONDON, Conm, June 26.—The 
thousands of boating enthusiasts who spent 
the night in this old whaling town awak- 
ened today to find the weather conditions 
decidedly unpromising for the Yale-Harvard 
regatta. 

Daybreak brought a sky overcast and a 
drizzling rain. The cutlook was most dis- 
couraging. The early morning also devel- 
oped a high wind from the southwest, which 
fretted the waters of the Thames near its 


mouth in unpropitious style. 

At 9 o’cloc owever, conditions looked 
up a trifle. he sun broke through the 
clouds and finally disspelled most of them, 
although the wind was altogether too high

As the forenoon wore on, conditions at 
the finish line near the drawbridge improved 
slightly.

Whatever of truth or justice there may be, oF 
may not be, in the general charges made against 
truets at the present time, it is certain that the 
newspapers have a specific cause of grievance 
againet them in the way that they have reduc 
advertising. the chief and largest source of news- 
paper income. A large number of staple panufac- 
tured products might be mentioned which in the 
days of open competition manufacturers found it 
necessary to advertise liberally, but they now, be- 
ing in combinations by themselves, contpolling 
thelr several markets, proceed on the principle 
that the public must buy thelr articles anyway, 
whether they advertise or not. This led to the re- 
cent observation of a well-known and observant 
poiltical leader that some day the press of the 
country, influenced solely by selfish considerations, 
would rise up against the trusts and crush them 
with the weight of an aroused pnbdliic opinio®. 
This is not putting the press on a very high 
moral plane, it ie true, but newspaper managers, 
as a rule, are not in business solely for the pub- 
lic good.

FLORIDA AND ALABAMA WILL BE 
BENEFICIARIES. 


If the Trials Prove Plan Is Good Fat- 
tener, Great Ranches Will Be 
Established to Cultivate It.

CHICAGO, June 2.—Plans that were first 
taken into consideration about a year ago 
have been developed in the last few mom hs 
to the point where Swift & Co. and others 
of the great packing establishments in Chi- 
cago have begun experiments on what may 
prove a revolution of the cat.le industry 
of the count 

The project ‘{nvolves the settlement of 
several hundred thousand acres of what is 
at present nearly valueless land in north- 
érn and northwesern Florida and southe n 
Alabama, the cultivation on @ large scale 
of the cassava root and its use in feeding 
cattle and hogs. 

If the plan develops as it is now in the 
minds of the leading packers, “he southern 
states will become the center of the cattle- 
raising industry. 

The cassava root was originally a prdu- 
uct of South America. Its value as a food 
product was long ag ago discovered by the 
natives, who made from f& tapioca. How- 

ever, it was only recently that the adapt- 
ability of the plant to Florida sofl was dis- 
covered and the great value of it as a food 
for cattle and hogs was demon rated. Re- 
cently the agricultura) colleges in the South 
took up the: study of the root, and de- 
clared it to possess wonderful properties as 
a food for animals and man.

Proposed Plan. 
When the possibilities of the cassava be- 
came known to some of the prominent men 


of the South it was proposed to develop 
hat are at present unoccupied and prac 
tically waste tracts of land. Consequently 
a committee was formed, which, in conjunc- 
tion with “oe of the Louisville & Nash- 
ville road. are interested in boomin 
the lands BP ob no their ‘— of way, enter 
into negotiations with the Chicago packers, 

Preliminary correspondence was carried 
on for some time, and reports and investi- 
gations made. A few weeks ago the com- 
mittee had an audience with the packers 
in Chicago. and it is believed that the big 
concerns, particularly Swift & Co., were so 
impressed with the representations made 
that it was determined to begin a test of 
the plans. 

It was reported to the packers that fully 
1,000,000 acres of land were available for the 
profect, much of it pene) Hee to the govern- 
ment and open for settlement free, under 
the homestead law. 

The experiments that were undertaken are 
said to have shown that an acre of this land 
would produce 20 tons of cassava to a cro 
which In turn would yield about 8000 poun s 
of tareky material. Corn produces about 
4000 pounds of starch to the acre, or just 
one-half the cassava crop, and is said to 
cost much mofe to grow than cassava. Fur- 
thermore, the corn crops frequently fail 
from climatic conditions. while the, cassava 
stop is said to be practically certain, year 
in and year out.

It is hoped by 
them that the demonstration will be made 
so clearly as to carry with it a revolution of 
the starch-making industry. 

It is stated that arrangements are now 
being made for the accommodation of a 
considerable number of cattle to be shipped 
from the stockyards here to northern Flor- 
ida, to be fed on cassava root. The results 
of the fattening process will be compared 
with similar work in the West, regarding 
which the cenditions and cost are already 
definitely known.
